"Scientists have robbed us, of our 
Illusions about the world around 
Vs, and have given us nothing In 
return/' stated Dr. A. ' S. Luchins 
in an informal talk on "Values In 
thé Social Sciences" given before 
the Sociological Society yesterday. 
Thus people are forcibly deprived 
of any values which they might 
apply to nature.

McGIll debaters were again suc- 
cessful in an. intercollegiate debate 
against Sir George Williams Col 
lege yesterday' in the Union. John 
Ballon atid Hazel O'Brien, taking 
the negative for McGIll, defeated 
Bin Whittick and George Fisher 
reprcicnting Sir George Williams

The'.'flfst speaker. for the affirm 
ativc.

AART'Sf^Coriolanus 



When William Shakespeare's Cor- 
lolaniis ,a play whose theme Is the 
distrust of popular government and 
a criticism of democracy, was per- 
formed in Paris In 1934, It caused 
popular riots.^Thc Montreal Reper- 
tory Theatre's studio production, 
which opened last night, recognized 
|U significance for presentday the- 
atre goers and the play was pre- 
sented in modern dress to' stress 
"tlie revelance of the play." 

The MRrs approach was a semi- 
modern dress costuming which 
featured tuxedos for Roman sen- 
ators and red and green surcoals 
for the warriors. 

The granducur. sweep, and colour 
of the lines of this epic were 
slightly Incongruous with the cos- 
tumei.and the sketchy set. and 'he 
''alarums arid excursions" which 
filled this battle play sometimes 
seemed almost ludicrous, especlal[y 
when all the talk of swords saw 
none on stage and the gory wounds 
of Corlolanus took the form of a 
dainty red. daiib on the forehead. 

Several excellent performances 
haved the production from the fate 
of a 'mock heroic. Kenneth Culley, 
as Menenlus Agrippa showed an 
ease, variety, and force which 
were at the same time convincing 
and delightful lo watch. 

Rene Almond was especially good 
an dmoying as Corlolanus' mother, 
ambitious ïor her son's success. Her 
best scenes were when she bcgjcd 
her son to swallow his pride and 
submit to the tribunes of the people, 
and later In Act IV, Sc. 2 when she 
rebuked them for his baiilshrnent. 
• Christopher Plummer. as the 
Chief of the Volscian Senate, was 
excellent In a smaller role, and car- 
ried the scenes In which he ap- 
peared. 

David MacCallan and Chet Braa- 
ten were sufficiently conspiratorial 
and snaring as the two tribunes, 
Velutes and Brutus. In his appeal 
lo the mob, MacCallan was elo- 
quent and convincing. 

Richard Easton as Aufldius^. was 
an aut'horatlve and force/ul Vols- 



cian general but those qualities 
were generally lacking In Richard 
Gilbert's portrayal of Caius Mar- 
clus Corlolanus. Gilbert lacked the 
arrogance, fire, cholar, and "rough 
cr accents," the 'proud and. tragic 
hero of . the play must have,'. He 
was not imperious or'' prepossing 
and he seemed Incapable of rising 
up to the highest height of passion 
demanded by the part. 

Mary Hlnlon, Sheila Tremblay, 
and Robert Robinson were ade- 
quate in smaller roles while John 
Russell-Thompson turned in a 
good performance as the Romao 
general Cominius, despite afew 
lapses of memory. John Gibbon in- 
vested the Chief Chief of the Ro- 
man Senate with the proper dig 

The crowd of citizens/^ very im- 
portant in Corlolanus, were badly 
directed. The actors made sounds 
instead of speaking words when 
the "rhubarb-bananna" type of 
hubbub was required, and this was 
painfully, obvious. ^ Thcy moved 
clumsily and over-acted. Hilda 
Mulvany Gray as the second Ro- 
man citizen was excellent in the 
small part .and did her -best to 
save every crowd scene in which 
she appeared. The spontaneous ap 
plausc which her performance. drew 
from the audience was indeed welt 
deserved. • 

The background, music. . from 
Henry V atidv^Hamiet, would no 
doubt be more appropriate to oth 
er plays by Shakespeare. The final 
scene took Its corpse-carrying- di- 
rectly out of Mr. Robert Help, 
man's l^allet and was backed up by 
the "up-to-thc-tower" music from 
Hamlet. 

It is to be hoped that in future 
performances of the play the too' 
frequent- ."fluffs" and lapses of 
memory will be rectified, the 
lighting will be Improved, and 
something will be done about the 
crowd scenes. 

Corlolanus will be presented to 
night, Saturday afternoon and eve 
nlng.
